Inspec- 
tor Aiehibald, in company with an inter- 
preter who is acouainted with the habits 
of thoChiiieso in ^'ictoria, and a Indy iii- 
torested in niissions, visited tho abode of 
the pair lust Friday. Tliey (luostiuned 
tho woman but ascertained that tho China- 
men in tho room vera making her anawur 
as they wished her to answer.

Wrecked M'halcrs. 

Sa>' Francisco, Sejit. (5. — The rnited 
.States cutter. Bear, Ca])t. Healy, arrived 
from Ouiialaska this morning, having 
made the voyage in twelve days. Tlie 
cutter brought down one hundred and 
nine men, tlie crews of live whalers which 
were wrecked at Point Barrow, on Aug- 
ust 3rd last On the afternoon of that 
day, while a number of whaling barks and 
Heh(umor« wore uucliored in tlie harbor of 
Point Barrow, iircparatory to going to 
Hoa, a strong .south-west gale sprang up, 
and nearly evuiy vessel in the harbor 
parted her moorings. The gale increased 
ill violence, and in a short time tho barks 
Mary nnd Susan, Young Plnenix, Flat- 
wing, and Bchoniiera Jane Grey, and liio 
were total .vrecks. Tho Bear, which laitl 
at anchor, rode the gale safely, and when 
it had somewhat abated proceeded to res- 
cue the wrecked men. The man-of-war 
Thetis, at this time caniu to her assistance, 
and all the men, numbering nearly 150. 
were shortly safe and sound on board the 
cutter. The galo continued through the 
afternoon of the (itli. Aiiumberof the res- 
cued whalers were landed at dillereiit points, 
and the rcmainerbroiightto Ban Francisco, 
riio live captJiiiiB, with their officers and 
crews, unite in the assertion that it is ab- 
solutely a necessity for our government 
keeping a vessel cruising in Arctic waters 
where tho whaling fleet cruise, as is fully 
proved by tho long list of disasters since 
the whaling business has been carried on 
there. The Bear and Thetis are fully 
lulaptod to tliia work, being strung, able 
ships. If these vessels were provided 
with appliances rciiuiied for saving ships 
stovo by the ice, a great amount of pro- 
perty would bo saved, to say nothing of 
life. A station of refuge should be es- 
tablished at Point Barrow for tho succor 
uf shipwrecked crews. It ia the intention 
of tho officers to put their views in the 
shape of a formal petition to tlio national 
goveniiiieiit. They recommend Captain 
Healy as enunently fitted by his Arctic 
oiperionce to oatablish a life-saving sta- 
tion at Point Barrow.

iiiont was itally conipi'llod by the aggres- 
Hive AiiHTioan " attitude lo issue orders 
strictly guard in{i the eiil ire Canadian caso. 
All its points were bound up togethor. 
No one will accuse the Globe of wislv.ing to 
defend John A. Miicdonald's administiii- 
tion. But wo apprqved in al general way 
of ita fisheries polioy;;;% - piifr^ forced on 
Canada by the American attitude, and we 
still think that the Liberals, bad they 
boon ill power at Ottawa, woiihl have heov. 
compelled by the circiimstanci s to lake 
very much the same line. It was not a 
caso in which the (Jovernment disjilaj ed 
great wisdom, it was one in which tlitue 
was oiilr the one colirse to take. What 
could Ministers do but stand. on the Con- 
vention of 1818 ? There wa^ no other 
guide for them after the Americans had de- 
nounced the lishuries clauses of thoTrcaty 
of Washington, and had refused tonegotiale. 

It may be saiil that ( >t tawa might liavo 
tried to bring about an agreement for ex- 
tension of interniitional trade by which the 
liaheties would be thrown open to Aiiiuri- 
Ciins. But Ottawa did try. Tliu official 
correspondence between Downing Street 
and Washington records that Ottawa 
olferedaiid Wasliinglou thankfully acce|)l-- 
ed tao Season's free lishi.iig, on the iiiidfi-- 
staiuling "that the agreement has been 
arrived at under circumstances aH'ording 
prospect of negotiation for the develop- 
iiiout and extension of trade between the 
United States and British North America." 
President Cleveland honorably" recoiu- 
iiieiided the a])piiiiitment of Ainericaii 
eoniiiiissioiiers in accordance with this 
luiderstauding and tlie Senato refused to 
agree. This deprived ( )ttuwa of option 
to take a course considerably dill'eront 
from what was taki'ii. 

These words from the leading Opposi- 
tion organ are a rebuke to Mr. Laiuicr's 
unpatriotic and unjustifiable language at 
St. Thomas, which cannot fail to injure 
the leader's usefuljiess, or uselessness, in 
the future. It wtnild seem that at last 
some of the grit paiwrs are learning the 
lesson of manliness — of standing uj) for 
what is right, even if in so iloing they givi' 
praise in <piarters wlieie llu y would pre 
for to give blanio.

"Hpijr>do people live in Dakota?" ^ 

"Live? ' Why, they prepare for it. Tho 
early comers generally pat ap sodlibnites, 
and there is nothing iu tl:ie World .so warm 
sis a sod honsej Yoa can walk around 
barefoot on tho floor of one, if piopeily 
constructed, in fhe coldest weallier. 

"After they bare been tlieie iongeroiic h 
settlers gener.al I y build loij lion.se;;, iiaul- 
ing log3thirt>y or forty miles fur tiie pur- 
pose. These liouscs me warm and eoiu- 
fortable. So lonjj; ns you don't liiive to iro 
out you don't know what winter is. But 
the sod house is not to ba treated with 
disdain, I assure you." ____ 

"How are they builtf" "~ 

''In the first place a frame ot boards the 
■ize the house Is to be is put up sa as to 
give the^house a nice appearonce Inside; 
the roof also is boarded over, I'heu the 
sod Is cut with a plough and. a hank three 
or four feet thick is raised idl aroiind this 
frame. Every sod is laid na carefully as ii 
mason lays a brick, thn roots up, anil all 
the openings are filled in with line dirt. 

Openings are made for Lliu windows 
and doors, wiiich have frames e.\l einli iig 
from inside to outside. 'I'lie.se will oou- 
tain sometimes three windows for winter 
— always two. When the sod iaiii|iiivt ia 
raised to the height of tho root poles are 
laid on and then sod put over I lie.se. Tho 
roots hold everything firm. You would 
bo surprised to see the roots. Some of 
those grass roots are as thick ns my fin- 
ger and extend down from ten to fourteen 
feet." 

"What?" 

"It's a fact,! a-sauroyou; I linro fol- 
lowed them down iiiy.selC when di^'qiiig 
wells iu that blue-joint gi-n.^s land. Why, 
a man iu ploughing ha.? to stop and 
sharpen his plough every eighty rudn if 
ho cares anything for bis team. Tho 
blacksmith draws out t Ik; jioiiil , hut that 
aud the edge havo to lie liled down as 
sharp as possible, and tlieii as 1 say, 
sharpen every eighty nxl.'^. 

"But to return to tlie sod lioii.'ff. After 
the outside is completed t he iii.-.lde isliii- 
Isbed up to suit the taste and pocket of 
the proprietor. Some have only tho 
earthen floor, and others iiave a board 
floor.andaro divided up into twoortliree 
rooms, and, I tell you, {ov winter comfort 
In Dakota a sod house lieat.s IIumh ,-tll. 

"Besides these tliero luv ilii^'iuit.H on 
the side of a hill, and occa.sioiial ly you 
will meet one on the jir/iirie. The i^ia.ss 
of settlers that come ia tliere, a.s a Mile, 
have to put up with alinoit everything 
the first year or two. 'I'hey count the 
cost and are prepared to meet the bill,"

The first coach was madeiu Iliiiitc.-iiy, 
and called a "kochy," from the placi- 
(Kottse) where it was mode, so that our 
children's name for it("coachy-poiichy") 
is more accurate than is supposed by t li c 1 1- 
elders. 

In France the first coach was mnu ii fnc- 
tured for Jean De Ijavel de Bois-D.-iiiph iti, 
bocaiiso his euorinoua bulk prevented hia 
riding on horseback. 

But long after that Qiiccti Klix. ilieth 
hadnocoacli, but wa.s cuiiieiit to jonnu-y 
from London to Exeter oiia|)iiiiou he 
hind the iliord Chancellor— iin hi.^trirical 
picture which has yet got to bo painted, 1 
believe. 

In Germany coaches were pi ohiliited in 
15SS, "because," says the pruclainutiin of 
the Duke of Bruaswick, "nianly vinne, 
sincerity, boldness, honesty, and re.-oln- 
tion"were being lost to iliuaristui r.uy 
through its iudolent habitof tiavi lini; on 
wheels. 

In Spain tlio conchmeii wi-re ilmic .-iway 
witli, for a curious rea.^oii; the iJiiKe 
d'Olivares found that u Htiite .srcifi lie 
had communicated to ji tiUinl in hi.-, 
coach had been overheard and nn-ealed hy
